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FinCom warning doesn’t sway voters; sizable override assured for ‘02 


SCHOOLS GET WHAT THEY WANT

Voters gave school officials the bud- 
get they requested on Monday night, 
despite warnings from the Finance 
Committee that it would exacerbate 
the fiscal crisis the town will face next 
year. 

The $42,554,797 School Committee 
budget, supported by a majority of the 
selectmen, passed by a show of hands 
after the Finance Committee moved to 
amend the budget number by lowering 
it to $42,029,566. The Finance Commit- 
tee budget failed by a vote of 875 to 680. 

“The School Committee hears from 
parents who are concerned about the 
education of their children,” said 
Finance Committee Chair Joanne 
Marden in her opening remarks about 
the budget.

restaurant ban, effected by removing variances 
to the existing bylaw held by just four establish- 
ments in town, has been more controversial. In 
fact, a majority of the Board of Selectmen moved 
last night to amend the article to keep the vari- 
ance. Restaurant owners with the variance have 
had to make extensive renovations of their 
establishments in order to be eligible for them. 
Board of Health Chair Douglas Dunbar spoke 
on behalf of the article in its entirety, saying that 
studies show that business does not fall off when 
establishments ban smoking. He cited another 
recent study showing that “nonsmokers who 
work in an establishment where there is smok- 
ing are as bad off as people who smoke.” 
Regarding the question of lost business 
because of a smoking ban, Jacqueline Salveson 
of Cheever Circle said, “I believe that public 
health takes precedence over economics.”

Ronald Sava, an owner and gen- 
eral manager at Grill 93 on River 
Road, one of the establishments 
with a variance, spoke on behalf of 
his business, which he has said is 
an “entertainment complex” more 
than a restaurant, because of its 
comedy club. He said that the pro- 
posed bylaw amendment does not 
take individual cases into account. 

“No employee who is not a 
smoker is forced to work in smok- 
ing sections,” said Sava of his busi- 
ness. “Either vote down this whole 
article or pass the amendment. 


What now? 


After passage of the smoking 
ban in Andover restaurants, 
Health Director Everett Penney 
said his impression was that the 
bylaw would go into effect as 
soon as it is cleared by the state 
attorney general’s office, in 
about 90 days. He could not be 
reached Wednesday morning for 
confirmation. 
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There is no nonsmoking comedy 
club that I know of in the entire 
United States.” 

Bob Riordan of South Main 
Street, a veteran bartender at 
Justin’s of Andover on Park Street, 
also spoke on behalf of establish- 
ments with variances. 

“T believe that Andover needs to 
give its residents and businesses a 
choice,” he said. “A vote yes on 
Article 25 gives no choice.” 

Carolyn Hanson of Spring 
Grove Road agreed. “Im not a 
smoker, and no one in my family 
(is),” she told the voters. “But I am 
against eliminating smoking in all 
corners of Andover. I don’t think 
anybody hasn’t heard that smoking 
is bad, but they have the right to 
make that choice. Completely ban- 
ning smoking shows an arrogance 
that I’m not comfortable with.” 

State Health Commissioner 
Howard Koh, of Lincoln Circle, 
known for his strong opposition to 
smoking, had a different opinion. 

“I can say categorically that 
tobacco addiction is the greatest 
health catastrophe of our time,” 
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Let thirty minute 
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Non-smoker Carolyn Hanson argued 
that the ban showed “an arrogance.” 


said Koh. He urged residents to continue the 
fight against “a tobacco industry that has caused 
such havoc in our community and so many oth- 
ers. 

“Tonight we have an opportunity to protect 
the health of our families and our community. 
Tomorrow, we can say there is something new 
on the menu at Andover restaurants, and it is 
clean air.” 

Health officials have touted a survey showing 
that 89 percent of residents support a total ban 
on smoking in Andover restaurants. The select- 
men’s proposed amendment lost by a show of 
hands that appeared to represent that percent- 
age. The original motion was approved. 
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you.” 

Superintendent Claudia 
Bach then defended the School 
Committee budget. She said 
that the school budget will have 
grown more than 25 percent 
from fiscal year 1999 to fiscal 
year 2002, but the number of 
students in the district has 
grown by only about 4.5 percent 
over the same period. However, 
she said, that budget increase is 
“what educating students costs 
in these times.” 

In accounting for these costs, 
she cited numerous state educa- 
tion reform mandates, such as a 
more demanding curriculum, 
updated textbooks, and technol- 
ogy upgrades. “And thank good- 
ness they’re required,” she said, 
“because we need this.” 

Escalating special-education 
costs and higher utility bills 
were also on her list of budget 
inflators. Bach also repeated 
her oft-cited statistic that 
Andover is $365 below the state 
average in per-pupil spending. 
(That statistic includes the 
money the state gives to each 
community for education, how- 
ever. If one looks just at how 
much each community spends 
on education, Andover actually 
spends $1,700 above the state 
average, said Selectmen Brian 
Major.) 

“Even with the 25 percent 
increase, this system is 
stretched to the limit,” said 
Bach. 

Photocopies from the school 
department were handed out

before the meeting, showing 
where cuts from the school bud- 
get would have to be made if 
they were forced. The list 
included items from the areas 
of staffing, educational supplies 
and equipment, and new text- 
book adoptions. Bach said there 
would be nowhere else to get 
the money.

“Yes we do have hard choic- 
es to make,” said Bach. “But 
education is a need-to-have in 
this town.” 

Next came the Finance Com- 
mittee’s motion to amend the 
budget by lowering it by about 
$525,000. Committee member 
Dick Fox spoke on behalf of the 
motion. He pointed out that the 
School Committee budget rep- 
resents an 8.9-percent increase 
over this year’s budget, but that 
the FinCom number represents 
a __ respectable _—_7.6-percent 
increase. 

“But this is not about num- 
bers,” said Fox, “and it is not 
about a struggle between the 
Finance Committee and the 
School Committee, although 
that makes good press. It’s 
about, what choices do you 
have? 

“The fixed costs of the 
schools plus $1.4 million (need- 
ed to open the new schools next 
year) will exceed any amount 
we can raise in taxes under 
Proposition 2%,” continued Fox. 
“This means we have two choic- 
es: either we have an override 
next year or we have a fiscal 
crisis.” 

Because the town is required 
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by law to pass a balanced bud- 
get, said Fox, the town would be 
forced to cut staffing and ser- 
vices if an override fails next 
year. Proposition 2% overrides, 
if approved at Town Meeting, 
must then be passed by a major- 
ity of residents in a townwide 
election. 

“Why would we even be con- 
cerned about the 2% limit?” 
asked Fox. “Because nine year's 
ago, this Town Meeting 
approved a budget dependent 
on an override, and we went 
back to the town, and they 
soundly defeated it. We should 
have in the back of our minds 
the crisis we’re creating if vot- 
ers don’t approve an override.” 

For this reason, said Fox, the 
Finance Committee budget is 
the more fiscally responsible, 
because it retains the $600,000 
earmarked last year by select- 
men and FinCom members for 
the stabilization fund, designed 
to offset the cost of opening the 
new elementary and middle 
schools next year. At least, said 
Fox, that money would be safe 
if an override were to fail. 

“The question we’re putting 
to you folks,” said selectmen 
chair Brian Major, speaking on 
the floor for the minority of the 
Board of Selectmen, “is, ‘How 
great a deficit do you want this 
to be?” The position of the 
Finance Committee and the 
minority Board of Selectmen is 
that we should reduce costs this 
year.” 

A majority of the comments 
from the public came from par- 
ents of schoolchildren in sup- 
port of the School Committee 
budget. 

“Tonight will be a defining 
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moment in the history of public 
education,” said Bill Penning- 
ton of Clark Road. “Do we con- 
tinue our tradition of excel- 
lence, or go in a different direc- 
tion?” 

However, Sue Jenkins, of 
West Parish Drive and a former 
School Committee member, 
told residents that she remem- 
bers the failed override vote of 
1991. 

“I hope this town will not 
repeat the mistakes of history,” 
said Jenkins. She said that the

override failure resulted in 
teacher layoffs, program cuts, 
and the institution of bussing 
fees. “This was a very painful 
time, and I hope it does not hap- 
pen again. Therefore, I cannot 
support a budget that requires 
an override.” 

Either proposed budget, 
according to officials, would 
have required an override next 
year. Following passage of the 
School Committee budget, 
$75,000 was allocated to the sta- 
bilization fund. 
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What now? 

Now that the town has chosen a budget for the next fiscal year, 
officials say they must get ready to begin drumming up support 
for an override at the next Annual Town Meeting. 

“The override will be an important discussion in the coming 
year,” said Superintendent Claudia Bach. “We need to explain 
why we think the taxpayer should support increased funding for 
town services... We have absolutely the obligation to explain 
why the override is necessary: What are the services we need 
that will not be met if we don’t get it? We have to make the case 
by putting together the data, hosting forums, holding meetings. 
There’s a lot of information that needs to be gathered.” 

Finance Committee Chair Joanne Marden agreed. 

“lm sure that the Strategic Planning Task Force will begin 
meeting fairly soon after Town Meeting,” said Marden. “We don’t 
even know for sure what will happen this year in terms of state 
aid and other numbers.... I think when the Capital Improvement 
Plan is released, in November or so. Shortly after that we're 
going to have to have made some decision about what we’re 
going to be asking for, in order to have enough information and 
be able to educate the community. There’s a lot that has to be 
decided before then, so that they can have well-defined choices. 
And I would think we’d want to have thought it through at least a 
couple years out so that we aren't forced to go back to the voters 
for an override every year.” 

With regard to state aid numbers for education, currently 
working their way through the State House budget process, 
selectmen chair Brian Major said he would be turning to 
Andover’s state legislators. Town officials balanced the budget 
for next year by assuming, optimistically, that they would

lation was around 3,000 people eight 
years ago when he became pastor. 
Now, he figures that it has risen to 
3.200. The number of students at St. 
Augustine School has doubled since 
its establishment, topping at 500 kids, 
and its youth religious-education pro- 
gram has swelled to 1,300. 

The Center for Education and Min- 
istry will house parish offices and reli- 
gious classes. A Sports and Cultural 
Center, to be located in place of the 
convent behind St. Augustine School, 
will house a gymnasium and a drama 
stage. An expansion of the school 
itself is also planned, followed by an 
expansion of the church, increasing 
its capacity. 

The real-estate office at 35 Essex St. 
and the two-family home at 31-33 
Essex St. are targeted to come down 
this summer, Ellis says. Thomas Zap- 
pala, president of Banner Realty, says 
he sold the building willingly and 
plans to relocate to 10 Essex St. 

“Being a neighbor and a parish- 
ioner, I see the need,” says Zappala. 


“The Masses are always full. It’s a 
very active parish.” 

Only one tenant is fighting to 
remain at 31-33 Essex St. a matter 
that will be decided by the courts, says 
Ellis. The house at 22 Pearson St., also 
owned by the parish, will come down 
at a later date. The Preservation Com- 
mission have designated 22 Pearson 
and 35 Essex as “historically signifi- 
cant,” which means the buildings 
have a 90-day demolition delay. 

“It’s in case anybody wants to move 
the building, buy the building, or save 
the wood,” says Preservation Com- 
mission member Norma Gammon. 
“After that, they have the right to tear 
them down.” 

The homes are part of the Abbot 
Historical District, Gammon says. 
The commission will photograph the 
inside and outside of the two histori- 
cally significant buildings for docu- 
mentation. 

The parish recently filed for vari- 
ances with the Zoning Board of 
Appeals regarding the first two of four 
phases for the plan. The parish wants

to keep its “stacked parking” on the 
right side of St. Augustine Church - a 
parking design that does not fit regu- 
lations for the new building. The sec- 
ond variance has to do with the sec- 
ond phase of the project, the sports 
and cultural center to be constructed 
in place of the old convent on St. 
Augustine Drive. The parish is asking 
the town’s permission to build to the 
edge of the property line. While 
administrators are still waiting for 
the town’s answer, which may be 
given at a May 3 hearing, Ellis says 
the neighbors of the project are satis- 
fied with the plans. 

“We've met with the neighbors sev- 


errr ernrrer 


eral times, and they were very enthusiastic 
and pleased,” he says. “We intend to be good 
neighbors.” 

“People know it’s got to happen,” says 
parishioner Jim Doherty. “The parish is grow- 
ing and it requires more room to take care of 
everybody.” 

Ellis hopes that the demolition of the Essex 
Street buildings will encourage parishioners to 
continue donating to the project, which he 
hopes to see completed by 2005. 

If the town does not grant the variances, 
Ellis says the parish will need to take a step 
back and rethink the project. The applications 
do, however, include a reminder to the ZBA 
that the parish is protected under the Dover 
Amendment, a statute that protects religious, 
educational and child-care facilities from some 
zoning restrictions.

Selectman Mary French is the 
new, elected chairwoman of the 
board, but so far she hasn’t acted 
like it. 

That’s because the selectmen 
agreed - for the first time in 
years — to let the existing chair- 
person continue in that position 
until after Town Meeting. 

The position usually rotates 
from year to year, says French. 
The board elected her as chair- 
woman Wednesday, March 28, 
after Selectmen Ray Hender and 
John Hess were sworn into office. 
Although, traditionally, the new 
chairperson picks up his or her 
duties immediately following the 
vote, this year the board decided 
to try something different, says 
Selectmen Chairman Brian 
Major. 

“There are enough controver- 
sial issues that the leadership has 
been working with up to Town 
Meeting to shift gears right now,” 
he said prior Town Meeting. 
Major became chairman just 
before Town Meeting last year, 
and he remembers how difficult 
it was. Residents, town employ- 
ees and other officials look to the 
board for leadership right 
through Town Meeting. As chair- 
man, Major moderated many dis- 
cussions this year regarding the 
budget, a smoking ban in restau- 
rants and the purchase of the 
Reichhold Chemical property. To 
change that leadership before the 
issues were decided would not 
have been easy, he says. 


Zoning bylaw clean-up 
tidily dispatched 


Maybe it was intuition that 


drove Planning Board Chairman 
Michael Miller to jokingly call for a 
vote on the zoning bylaw clarifica- 
tions without a stitch of discussion. 
Maybe it was the growing pressure 
from residents to get to one of the 
hottest topics of the evening - the 
future of the Essex Sand and Grav- 
el Pit — which immedi- 
ately followed Article 9.

Let's start 
again on 
senior center 


It’s time for officials to say good night 
to the Will Hall option. 

Although supporters have worked 
diligently on the project for several 
years, only 194 people showed up at 
Town Meeting to support spending 
more to turn Will Hall into the town’s 
next senior center. The project has 
never had a deep pool of supporters, 
and that was never clearer than on 
Tuesday night. 

Now town officials, who have given 
Will Hall cheerleaders every opportuni- 
ty to make the site work, must put an 
end to the laudable effort. 

The decision to do so isn’t meant to 
be cruel. It isn’t to say those who 


worked for the Will Hall option should- 
n't be praised for their commitment. 


What it is meant to say is that it’s 
clear the money needed cannot be 
raised privately — and residents don’t 
want their taxes to pay for it, either. It’s 
time to move on, and time to create and 
pursue a senior-center plan that more 
people in Andover will support. 
Andover seniors deserve a new center, 
but they will never be able to have one 
at Will Hall. 

Residents and potential donors don’t 
like the idea of leasing a center. They 
don’t like the idea of paying to renovate 
a building the town will never own. 
They don’t like the idea of putting 
seniors on several floors of a old, wood- 
en building. 

Let’s find a place that a greater num- 
ber of Andover seniors and seniors-to- 
be can support.

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School budget t 


Recently, I actually used one: of 
those department-store credit cards 
that seem created purely to take up 
space in the back of my wallet. 

When the modest $50 bill came, I 
promptly forgot all about it - until a 
day or two before it was due. The 
store got my check a bit late I guess, 
and I was stuck with a $25 late fee on 
a $50 purchase. 

That was a complete waste of 
money. 

What the small percentage of vot- 
ers who cared enough to attend 
Town Meeting decided to do regard- 
ing next year’s budget was not a 
waste of money. The $100 million 
they approved will mostly be spent 
on services people want. But the 
decision to go with the School Com- 
mittee’s budget was nearly as fiscal- 
ly irresponsible as my bone-headed 
move with the credit card. 

Why? Because, much like me, peo- 


ple may be regretting their decision 
next spring - or even sooner if a Spe- 
cial Town Meeting is needed to han- 
dle a budget shortfall. 

In a nutshell, the majority of 
Town Meeting voters approved a 
budget that: 

» guesses Andover will spend 
$500,000 less on special education 
next year than it did this year, even 
though such consistently increasing 
costs have been budget-busters for 
the last decade; 

+ hopes state officials, faced with 
the tax cut we all approved, will 
choose to give suburban Andover 
$600,000 more in educational funding 
than preliminary state House budget 
numbers suggest; and, worst of all 

» sets aside almost no money to 
open the new schools being built, 
meaning that, next year, either an 
override must be passed or the town 
will have to cut $1.4 million in pro- 
grams to staff and furnish these 
schools. 

The Finance Committee wanted 
to give a little less to the schools so 
that money could be placed in a sta- 
bilization fund and used next year to 
help pay that $1.4-million opening 
cost. The town already knows it will 
need a 2002 override just to maintain 
existing jobs and services. The Fin- 
Com didn’t want to add more to that 
figure. Now, voters have. 


s set up for a big fall 


That the Finance Committee’s 
suggestion of approving “just” a 7.7- 
percent increase for the schools 
(instead of an 8.9-percent increase) 
failed at Town Meeting isn’t surpris- 
ing. Parents go to Town Meeting. 
Parents want to give their children 
everything they can. Other people 
hate to stand up next to their neigh- 
bor with two kids in school and say, 
“Sorry, I like living here. Your kids 
will have to use the same textbooks 
the class of ’94 did.” 

But people have no problem doing 
so privately. That’s one reason there 
was a request for a secret ballot at 
Town Meeting. That request failed, 
but a secret ballot is coming next 
year - and there’s no stopping it. 

The town will need an override - 
a special, secret-ballot election - to 
maintain the budget approved this 
year. Again, without an override, 
there will be hefty cuts. But passing 
an override to pay for operating 
expenses is not easy. The town tried 
once, in 1991, to pay for a $1.5 million 
override. The effort was a whopping 
failure. The vote was 2,826 to 5,311. 

As former School Committee 
member Sue Jenkins told Town 
Meeting, the town’s decision to pass 
a budget dependent on an override 
led to program cuts, the loss of teach- 
ers, and a need to charge children

‘Cynical’ EcoPark effort 
can’t stop continued 
move for more fields 


Editor, Townsman: 

It’s very difficult to achieve a two- 
thirds majority vote for a capital pro- 
ject when there is organized opposi- 
tion, but it almost happened on the 
Essex Sand and Gravel Pit playing-field 
vote Monday night. Those in favor of 
adding needed playing fields for the 
town and improving “Wrecked Park” 
came up only 67 votes short out of more 
than 1,300 votes cast. The town could 
have had a beautiful recreational facili- 
ty that people would use, similar to the 
Ipswich River Park in North Reading, 
but instead we’re left with the same old 
town eyesore. Credit should be given to 
all who stuck it out on a long Town 
Meeting night to vote for what was 
right for the Andover community. 

After the vote, I was disappointed, 
but mainly relieved that it was over. A 
get-out-the-vote campaign against orga- 
nized opposition takes a tremendous 
amount of energy, difficult to sustain 
when both parents are working and 
have kids to raise. We had a very dedi- 
cated committee of parents that worked 
hard for three months non-stop to try 
and pass Article 10. The tension peaked 
for me personally on Sunday when my 
wife’s car, with a “Yes On 10” sign 
prominently displayed in the window, 
was vandalized in downtown Andover. 

Today I am feeling much encouraged 
about the possibility of playing fields 
being added in Andover, if not in the 
gravel pit, then somewhere else. Last 
year the gravel pit fields lost by a 3-2 
ratio. This year we had 99 percent of 
the vote that we need - a complete 
reversal. 

I think those who took the time to 
investigate the issues and attended 
Town Meeting learned a lot about the 
need for fields, and ultimately saw 
through the whole EcoPark smoke- 
screen put up by some of the Rec Park 
neighbors. Make no mistake: the Eco- 
Park was simply a_ public-relations 
campaign designed from the start to 
defeat the playing fields, and keep the 
townspeople away from the Rec Park 
area. All you had to do was count the 
EcoPark signs along the roads leading 
to Rec Park. This shameful exploitation 
of the average voter’s concern for 
wildlife and the environment is one of 
the most cynical things I’ve ever wit- 
nessed. 

I give the most credit to the many 
Rec Park neighbors who stood up for 
the playing fields and what is right for 
the community as’ a whole. The 
momentum is building for new playing 
fields, and I encourage all to stay 
involved and informed.

MCAS: Purpose not 
defined, obviously

fees just to ride the school bus. 

Selectmen Brian Major has said the 
town will probably try for a minimum 
of a $3 million override next year, 
twice that sought in 1991. How do you 
think that will go? 

If the rest of the state gives any indi- 
cation, not too well. From 1983 until 
this year, 2,132 general overrides have 
been rejected, while only 1,270 have 
been approved, according to Joan 
Grourke, spokeswoman for the state 
Division of Local Services. 

Now consider this: In 1999, Town 
Meeting passed a safety-center project 
with almost no discussion or opposi- 
tion. But when it came time for a spe- 
cial election to approve a debt-exclu- 
sion override for the project, the safe- 
ty-center vote scraped by 2,361 to 2,218. 

The reason is simple, and may 
sound familiar. People hate to stand up 
at Town Meeting in front of someone 
who can write them tickets or save 
their lives and say, “You don’t deserve 
this.” When they can do so at the ballot 
box, even when, the need is great, they

have far fewer problems. The safety- 
center went from no opposition to 48 
percent opposition during stellar eco- 
nomic times. 

For those who missed Town Meet- 
ing, 680 of the 1,555 who stood and 
voted supported the Finance Commit- 
tee budget. Thousands more will flock 
to the voting booths for an override. 

So next year’s school budget is on a 
precarious perch. To assure it doesn't 
have to be slashed, supporters need to 
start convincing people of the need for 
an override today. There’s a mammoth 
hill of opposition to climb. If those who 
want more and more spent on the 
schools wait until next year to gain 
support, they'll be dealing with fiscal 
problems significantly more troubling 
than my $25 credit-card fee. They'll be 
dealing with the aftermath of lost pro- 
grams, lost jobs and perhaps reinstitut- 
ed fees. 

Even I know that - and I'm not 
smart enough to have paid that darn 
credit-card fine yet.

The State of Massachusetts 
requires incinerator compa- 
nies to fund programs, such as 
this thermometer exchange,

s national concern 
grows over recurring 
school violence, and 


increasing attention focuses 
on local school threats, the 
Andover High School princi- 
pal and Andover chief of police 
are both working to shore up 
security in Andover schools. 

AHS Principal Peter Ander- 
son is developing a drill for 
students to follow in case of a 
school emergency, and Chief 
Brian Pattullo says Andover is 
being incorporated into a 
regional threat assessment 
and response network. 

“Given the recent events in 
California,” said Anderson, 
‘T’ve tried to put together a 
plan so that, in the case of an 
unanticipated act of violence, 
people know what to do.” 

According to Anderson’s 
plan, if there were an act of 
violence at the school, he 
would come onto the public 
address system and say the 
words “Code red.” Then, any 
students in the hall would 
enter the nearest classroom 
and teachers would lock the 
doors to these classrooms. The 


teachers would then have 
students move away from |, 
windows, and they’d take | 
attendance. 

“The point is to try to 
account for everybody in a 
situation where  there’s 
going to be a lot of chaos,” 
said Anderson.

Anderson. He also suggest- 
ed that the drill could be used 
in non-violent situations, such 
as in a medical emergency 
when it would be critical for 
emergency medical personnel 
to be able to get through the 
halls quickly. 

Anderson said he has 
worked in schools in the past 
that had similar protocols to 
follow in case of emergencies. 
He said would be refining the 
plan for AHS through the end 
of the year and over the sum- 
mer. 

Anderson said he would 
also be consulting with 
Andover police, who will soon 
have protocols of their own to 


follow in such a situation. 
According to Chief Pattullo, 
Andover is part of a new pro- 
gram called the School Threat 
Assessment and Response Sys- 
tem, or STARS. The program 
is an initiative of the North- 
eastern Massachusetts Law 
Enforcement Council (NEM- 
LEC), a consortium made up of 
30 police departments in Essex 
and Middlesex counties who 
share information and 
resources. 

“The STARS program is to 
deal with incidents,” said Pat- 
tullo, “but also to deal with 
threats.” Hence, STARS will 
presumably be in use more 
often than Andover High’s 


emergency drill. 

When confronted with a 
school threat, said Pattullo, 
STARS member communi- 
ties will have access to such 
resources as handwriting 
experts, computer experts, 
mental-health personnel, 
bomb-sniffing dogs, and floor 


i plans to all the schools in all 


the member communities. 
With these resources, police 
and school officials will 
work together to assess the 
level of the threat and choose 
the appropriate response. 
Pattullo said that the 
STARS program has been fully 
implemented in eight pilot 
communities, including North 
Andover, North Reading, and 
Tewksbury, and that Andover 
is in the next tier of communi- 
ties in which the program will 
be activated. When that hap- 
pens, certain police and school 
officials will receive training 
that will not only prepare 
them to respond to a threat in 
Andover, but will qualify them 
to be called on in case of a 
threat in another community. 
“Currently, if there was a 
problem in the schools, we 


for school threats and emergencies 


would utilize the system,” said 
Pattullo, “but we haven’t been 
trained on it yet.” 

Winchester, one of the pilot 
communities, has already 
called on STARS. On April 2, a 
student reportedly scrawled a 
message on a bathroom wall 
saying that people would die 
the next morning. STARS 
experts were called in, and 
after careful analysis, they 
advised that the threat was 
probably not serious. The 
superintendent made the next 
day’s first period optional, but 
school remained open, instead 
of shutting down as has been 
done recently at other schools 
in similar situations. 

In case of a threat or an 
actual incident, said Pattullo, 
the ultimate decisions about 
what to do would be made by 
the local police chief in consul- 
tation with the school superin- 
tendent. Although Andover 
could call other communities 
for help with a problem, said 
the chief, “the program is 
always a local-control type of 
thing. Local authorities main- 
tain control. It’s just a way of 
sharing resources.”

Will wait until former industrial site is proven clean 


Town will buy Reichhold land 


By Adam Groff 

After a few questions and a 
litany of praises for the plan, 
residents Tuesday authorized 
the purchase of the Reichhold 
property on Lowell Junction 
Road. No one spoke in direct 
opposition to the article, which 
provided for the purchase of 
the 46.7-acre parcel at a cost of 
up to $3.6 million. The former 
industrial site will not be 
bought until its cleanliness has 
been assured, something not 
expected to happen for at least 
three more years. 

“Over a year ago, selectmen 
made it a priority to uptick our 
open space,” said Town Manag- 
er Buzz Stapczynski. He 
explained that officials formed 
the Open Space Task Force 
around the same time that 
Reichhold Chemical was look- 
ing to redevelop the land after 
years of costly cleanup that 
plan proponents say is now 
near its end. 

Task force chairman Jerry 
Bird explained that the land 
could be used to fulfill the town 


priorities of protecting Shaw- 
sheen River frontage, augment- 
ing open space, and installing 
as many as 11 playing fields. 
There are 1.3 miles of river 
frontage on the property. In 
addition, Stapczynski said that 
a warehouse on the property is 
of interest to town officials for 
use as a storage facility. 
Regarding the purchase, $2 
million of the $3.6 million cost 
would come from borrowing, 
while $1.6 million would come 
from the Conservation Fund. 
Bird said the last of the cleanup 
and inspections for cleanliness 
could take from three to 14 
years to complete. This time- 
frame, he suggested, should 
alleviate residents’ concerns 
about any impact on the budget 
crunch looming next year. 
Selectmen and the Finance 
Committee recommended 
approval of the article. 
Conservation Commission 
Chairman Don Cooper 
explained that the site was a 
chemical manufacturing facili- 
ty from the 1930s to the 1990s,

He said that approxi- 
mately 18,000 tons of soil have 
been removed and taken to 
landfills in Michigan and 
Maine, and that now there are 
only three small areas not 
cleaned up to the highest state 
standards.

“Only then will the town 
purchase the land,” said Coop- 
er. 

Health Director Everett Pen- 
ney called the plan a “beautiful 
opportunity,” praising it as an 
example of citizens working 
with government to rehabili- 
tate land appropriately. He 
called the corporate, local, and 
state safeguards “an ironclad

guarantee that site will be 
cleared for the purpose for 
which it is intended.” 
Nonetheless, and _ despite 
Stapcezynski’s promise that the 
warehouse would not be used 
as a new Town Yard, Dean 
Romig of River Street proposed 
an amendment to specifically 
exclude “storage of sand or 
gravel or salt or any mixture of 


these substances” on the land 
for spreading on the roads in 
the winter. The amendment 
passed overwhelmingly. 

After officials answered a 
number of questions, apparent- 
ly satisfactorily, from residents 
concerning tax impacts, main- 
tenance costs, and fertilizer 
usage, the amended article was 
passed by a wide margin.

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Sidewalks for new schools approved by Town Meeting 


On sidewalks: Build yes, repair no 


By Rebecca Piro 

Residents voted Tuesday 
night to spend more than 
$500,000 on new sidewalks, but 
decided to leave older, crum- 
bling sidewalks alone. 

Town Meeting barely batted 
an eyelash while granting 
$540,000 for new sidewalks at 
the Cross Street schools, but 
drew the line at spending 
$600,000 to continue the annual 
sidewalk reconstruction project. 

Article 26, the reconstruction 
project, was instituted four 
years ago when residents decid- 
ed to put money aside specifical- 
ly to maintain the sidewalks 
already in existence. The article 
has “sold itself’ in the past, says 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczyns- 
ki. “I was a little surprised that 
it didn’t (pass),” he says. “People 
want it, and they want it badly.” 
He guesses that residents and 
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Officials got overconfident with 
Article 26, assuming that 
enough people would be present 
the second night of Town Meet- 
ing to swing the two-thirds vote. 
By the time the article rolled 
around, however, the already 
small attendance had shrunk to 
less than 500 people. 

Philip Boxell of Gudrun 
Drive, who spoke in opposition 
to Article 26, echoed the Finance 
Committee’s warning of next 
year’s unavoidable fiscal crisis. 

“We have other projects in 
this town to spend money on 
than curbs,” he said, while vot- 
ers applauded. “We don’t need 
to spend $600,000. Take those 
monies and use them towards 
the people of Andover.” 

Article 26 lost the vote, 242 to 
148. By that time, however, 
Town Meeting had already 
approved $540,000 worth of new 
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sidewalks near the new middle 
and elementary schools in the 
form of Article 22. Only one per- 
son questioned how many stu- 
dents would actually walk to 
those schools when they open in 
September 2002. Bernie Tuttle, 
school business manager, 
assured the resident that most 
neighborhood children would 
walk. Article 22 passed easily 
with a two-thirds hand vote. 
The town will borrow 
$540,000 for the new schools’ 
sidewalk construction. The 
$600,000 for old sidewalk recon- 
struction would have come from 
taxation, but with the article’s 
defeat, the town will not tax peo- 
ple to the levy capacity, says 
Selectman John Hess. “We will 
just raise $600,000 less,” he says. 
If officials need that extra 
capacity to cover the school bud- 
get — in the event that state fund-

With the school budget, the 
senior center question and the 
smoking ban under their belts, 
voters have yet to tackle 18 arti- 
cles and decide whether to spend 
another $2.9 million. 

Town Meeting will reconvene 
Monday at 7 p.m. in the Collins 
Center Auditorium, followed by 
Tuesday at 7 p.m., if necessary. 

Monday, voters will pick up 
at Article 27 to consider some 
smaller articles and several big- 
ger issues. 

Article 30 asks residents to 
grant $100,000 to continue the 
town’s fight against the con- 
struction of the Nickel Hill Ener- 
gy power plant in Dracut, less 
than one mile from Andover. 
This is the third year the town 
will ask residents to appropriate 
money for the opposition. Thus 
far, $195,000 has gone towards 
the cause. Those building the 
plant say it will be cleaner than 
most, because it will run on nat- 
ural gas. Opposers say there is a 
disproportionate amount of 
environmental hazard sources 
in the Merrimack Valley. 

The town will ask to borrow 
$1.16 million in Article 32 for 
bridge repairs and school heat- 
ing and ventilation system 
upgrades. Article 38 asks for 
$500,000 from free cash for fire- 
fighter turn-out gear and recon- 
struction of the Olde Andover 
Village parking lot.

receive $200,000 more than the approximately

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Arsonist uses aerosol cans to set 


fire to wood 


s near Route 125 
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Firefighters battled brush fires for three hours on Tuesday.

An arsonist ignited flames 
that ate away over three acres 
of forest off Route 125 Tues- 
day, says Fire Deputy James 
Lynch. 

Fanned by hot weather and 
high winds, the fire burned 
for three hours between Colo- 
nial Drive, Gould Road and 
Route 125 near the Andover 
State Police Barracks. No one 
was injured, and the fire 
stayed at least 200 feet away 
from the closest home on 
Patriot Drive, Lynch says. 

A Gould Road resident 
reported the brush fire just 
before 3:30 p.m., and before 
long 30 firefighters, including 
a truck with three firefighters 
from North Reading, were at 
the scene, says Lynch. 

“That area of woods is real- 
ly dry,” he says. “The wind 
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was blowing one way, we'd 
attack (the fire) that way, and 
the next minute it would 
change direction.” 

Firefighters found burned 
aerosol cans and cigarette 
lighters on the charred 
ground - evidence that some- 
one set the fire deliberately, 
says Lynch. 

“Tt definitely wasn’t some- 
one just passing through and 
dropping something, because 
we saw several of these aerosol 
cans,” he says. The bottoms of 
some cans were blown off, as 
though the arsonists had 
placed the cans in the middle 
of a fire to explode. Not only is 
that a tremendous fire hazard, 
it is also very dangerous to 
anyone burned by the unpre- 
dictable explosion. “The per- 
son would be scarred for life, 
with second degree burns any- 


way,” he says. 

Firefighters ran hoses hun- 
dreds of feet to reach the 
flames, and used water 
hydrants on Gould Road, 
Patriot Drive and Route 125. 
The 89-degree weather didn’t 
help firefighters’ stamina 
either, says Lynch. 

“After the first half hour to 
45 minutes, the initial crews 
that were there were exhaust- 
ed,” he says. Though late- 
afternoon rains helped put out 
the flames, firefighters 
returned to the scene at 9:30 
p.m. to quell some flare-ups. 

The fire department will 
continue with the investiga- 
tion, though it has no suspects 
at the time, says Lynch. Any 
residents who may have wit- 
nessed suspicious activity 
should call the department 
with information.

Even faster, 
it turned down a motion that 
could have helped create an eco- 
logical park with completely pri- 
vate funding. 

The votes followed a more- 
than-one-hour-long budget dis- 
cussion that included Finance 
Committee member Dick Fox 
warning voters of next year’s 
unavoidable “fiscal crisis.” 
Town Meeting did not approve 
the Finance Committee’s bud- 
get, but when Article 10 rolled 
around, it seemed one resident 
took Fox’s message to heart. 

“It seems to me the town has 
maxed out its credit card,” said 
John Baker of 299 South Main 
St. “Not only that, but we just 
voted ourselves a train wreck 
for next year. 

“I would urge you to vote 
against it, not because fields 
aren’t important, but because 
this is not the time to do it.”

sentation of Article 10, despite 
the disgruntled murmurs of resi- 
dents itching to vote.

After a war of words Monday 
night, both sides say they’re 
down but not out. 

While still swallowing the 
defeat of Articles 10 and ll, 
fields proponent Rich Nill and 
eco-park proponent Tom Jones 
shook hands immediately fol- 
lowing the votes. But the com- 
petition is not over. 

“We'll be back,” promises 
Jones, looking disappointed but 
determined at the conclusion of 
Monday __ night’s session.

Skate park 
break-ins 
busting budget 


No skating allowed — at least not until the 
skate park is actually open. 

That’s what Andover Youth Services 
Director Bill Fahey wants to tell over-eager 
skateboarders who breaking into the park 
that usually doesn’t open until June. 

Last week, AYS Program Coordinator 
Glenn Wilson observed several out-of-town 
kids peeling back the chain link fence that 
encloses the park in several areas. It’s not the 
first time it has happened, says Fahey. 

“We've been really lenient, but it’s getting to 
the point now where we don’t have a huge bud- 
get to fix the fence every week,” he says. Youth 
services sets aside about $3,000 for total’ recre- 
ation supplies and maintenance per year, and 
the destructive vandalism that’s been happen- 
ing since the weather got warmer isn’t help- 
ing. “We do the best we can on a limited staff 
and a limited budget,” he adds. 

This summer will be the fourth season the 
park is open for kids to skateboard. Youth ser- 
vices pushed for the park in 1998, and Town 
Meeting granted $45,000 to build one behind 
West Middle School. Because it is so popular 
with both in- and out-of-town kids, Fahey 
wants to open the park earlier than usual this 
year, perhaps for weekends in May. 

“But you’re not helping the cause by dam- 
aging it,” he says to those sneaking in. “That’s 
just going to get everyone frustrated.”

ings — portraits, figures, and landscapes. His images, some as monumen- 

tal as eight feet by twelve feet, capture the essence of his subjects. Katz, 
however, has not always painted large-scale. In fact small-scale paintings are the 
underpinning of his work. In the mid-1950s Katz produced many extraordinary 
small oils that typically exhibit a brushy handling of pigment that combines 
drawing with painting. In these works, outline fuses with form, creating a sub- 
tle, vibrating aura of contrasting color that simultaneously anchors a subject to 
and distinguishes it from the ground. 

In 1958 Katz began to enlarge his canvases and by 1962 his paintings took on 
epic proportion. With this increase in scale the works lost their brushiness and 
became, as he has variously termed it, “immediate,” “cool,” “detached,” and 
“impersonal.” It was at this time that Katz established his procedure of making 
small, oil on board “sketches,” that he would enlarge and modify before transfer- 
ring them to canvas. He has utilized this approach ever since, producing one or 
more oil sketches for every large painting. 

In these small works, which depict family, friends and environs, Katz deci- 
sively and instinctively captures the essential visual facts — lighting, gesture, 
pose, and detail — of his subject. While Katz considers the large works to be his 
major productions, these oil sketches reveal his initial passion for a subject — a 
love at first sight before it has fully matured. 

The sketches show a loose, painterly intimacy that he suppresses in his icon- 
ic, large-scale paintings. With the small paintings Katz enables two somewhat 
different approaches to exist side by side. In them we discover that he is a mas- 
ter of intimate as well as public painting.

Local girls start soccer uniform, 
equipment recycling program

at do you get when you join, in first grade, a soccer 
association that issues two new uniforms each year, 
and you stay in it all the way through high school? 
Piles of old uniforms. 

“My sister and I together probably have a good 20 or 30 uni- 
forms,” says Andover High School junior Kathy Murphy. “You 
don’t ever use them again although you can wear them as 
pajamas.” 

For this reason, Murphy and three of her fellow Andover Soc- 
cer Association veterans, juniors Jessica Urbelis, Liz Little, and 
Molly Klarman, have started a local chapter of Passback, a uni- 
form recycling program coordinated by Eurosport, a soccer cat- 
alog sales company. The program, started in 1989, gathers used 
soccer gear that is in good condition and sends it to soccer orga- 
nizations that cannot afford their own, in places like inner-city 
New York and Los Angeles, and across the globe in places like 
Africa and South America. 

The Andover program has a local twist, though: cleats and 
shin guards will be sent next door, to Lawrence. 

“We were talking, and we realized that Lawrence doesn’t 
have a soccer association,” says Urbelis. “We talked to someone

d warriors in the battle against cancer

60-mile trek is no walk 
in the park. It means 
taking showers on a 
truck, sleeping two to a crowded 
tent, and enduring lots of blis- 
ters. 

But last year, eight Andover 
women took on that challenge 
during the Avon Three-Day 
Walk for Breast Cancer. This 
year, they're ready to tackle it 
again. 

Taking one step at a time, 
cancer survivor Liz Elowe of 
Argilla Road walked from 
Leominster to Boston with the 
U Go Girls team last year. She 
was the team’s inspiration to 
raise $33,000 for breast cancer 
research. 

“It started with one friend, 
and the team ended up being 
nine of us,” says Elowe. “I was 
looking to do something to make 
a difference.” 

This year, U Go Girls will 
strike out on foot from Freder- 
ick, Md. to Washington D.C. on 
May 4, accompanied by several 
newcomers. Team Joyya, com- 
prised of seven Andover women, 
will walk the Boston-to-Leomin- 
ster route starting May 18. Many 
are walking for a sister of two 
participants, who has advanced 
metastatic breast cancer. Other 
Andover women, not part of 
either team, will also walk the 
Boston and Washington. routes. 
Most walkers consider the walk 
a chance to celebrate and com- 
memorate women who have bat- 
tled the disease. 

Elowe knows how it feels to 
win a battle against cancer, as 
well as the pain of the struggle. 
That’s one reason why she and 
others predict they will make 
the Avon trek a yearly tradition. 
So what do these women have to 
look forward to? 

“Start taking ibuprofin now,” 
laughs Deb Olander of Reserva- 
tion Road. 

The teams are training by 
walking through Andover and 
North Andover, sometimes to 
Boxford center. “There’s two 
people to a tent” — she demon- 
strates the closeness of the sleep- 
ing quarters by bumping shoul- 
ders with fellow teammate Lisa 
Levenson of Cheever Circle - 
“and you can hear people snor- 
ing three tents down.” 

“We had to be evacuated out 
of our tents and into a gym,” 
says Gay Bird of Argilla Road, 
recalling a violent thunderstorm 
that tore through the area last 
year.

who was trying to start up a pro- 
gram, and they had almost no uni- 
forms.” 

So why send just cleats and 
shin guards? 

“I don’t think any Lawrence 
person would want to wear a shirt 
that says Andover on it,” says Lit- 
tle. 

In addition, says Murphy, 
cleats and shin guards are the 
heaviest items and would cost the 
most to send to Eurosport, in 
North Carolina. 

“The whole thing is to start 
kids young,” according to Urbelis. 
“That’s why Andover is such a big 
soccer town. In some places, like 
in Lawrence and some other coun- 
tries, they don’t start that young, 
so not as many people play.” 

“I don’t think there’s a family 
in Andover who has a kid who 
hasn’t played soccer,” says educa- 


tional adviser Mary Kelleher, who 
found out about the program and 
referred it to the ASA girls. 

Therefore, they expect a pretty 
good haul. All four girls have been 
in the association since first 
grade. Urbelis says she has at 
least five or six pairs of cleats at 
home, and around 20 uniforms, all 
sitting in a box in her baSement. 

The girls have set up a Pass- 
back collection box in Memorial 
Hall Library near the back 
entrance, and collections will be 
held at Andover soccer fields on 
April 28 and May 19. 

Eurosport will distribute dona- 
tions internationally through the 
Peace Corps, and shipping dona- 
tions are encouraged, with checks 
made out to Passback.

The economy’s been a rollercoast- 
er for the past several months, but 
local small-business owners are still 
holding tight to their seats. 

Despite the shakiness of stocks, 
the good humor up and down Main 
Street seems to be holding steady. 
Some believe consumers’ confidence 
has even increased recently, because 
the Federal Reserve unexpectedly cut 
the interest rate by half a point last 
week. 

“People are still going to buy birth- 
day presents,” declares Andovers 
Gift Shop owner Deborah Lane. She 
gestures around her store that’s as 
crammed with customers as it is odds 
and ends. “I’ve been here a long time, 
and our business stays steady. Which 
means there are no great big highs, 
but there are no great big lows.” 

That’s a far cry from Merrimack 
Valley corporations like CMGI, 
whose stock dropped to record lows 
over the winter, and Lucent Tech- 
nologies, which recently announced 
more layoffs to come. But the warm- 
ing temperatures and sunshine gives 
Lane hope that her small business’ 
sales can only increase. 

“If the weather is dank, dreary and 
awful, it shows,” she says. “But if its 
like this, the whole world comes out 
shopping.” 


It could be the sunshine that’s 


helped Peter Alpers’ sales to increase 
since December at Alpers’ Fine Art. 
On average, he says, purchases have 
been more inexpensive than usual, 
but there’s been more of them. “Tf 
someone... decides that it’s not time

to buy a $5,000 painting, they may 
decide the time is right instead to buy 
a $400 etching,” he says. 

While Alpers acknowledges that 
art doesn’t come first on everyone’s 
list — “art isn’t as necessary as bread 
and milk,” he says — he will still hang 
his art in the windows and hope for 
the best. “As an art dealer, I'd like to 
believe art is a necessity for what it 
does for our souls,” he says. 

Just in case sunshine and souls 
isn’t enough to rescue the economy 
from a downward spiral, the Merri- 
mack Valley Chamber of Com- 
merce is working to prepare 
small-business owners for possi- 
ble rough times ahead, says Pres- 
ident Joe Bevilacqua. 

“We're trying to guess like 
everyone else how far down 
(stocks) are going to go,” he says. 
“That’s been a paramount con- 
cern at the commerce.” 

The Merrimack Valley Cham- 
ber has been working to secure 
state funding for services like job 
training for employees and busi- 
nesses, to “get them through the 
slow-down period,” he says. For 
example, it is helping to place 
laid-off Lucent employees at new 
jobs. That’s because if the big 
companies are feeling the pinch 
now, it’s almost inevitable that 
the little ones will be soon. 

“Many of the big businesses 
are obviously supported by the 
smaller businesses - from gas 
stations to restaurants to deliv-

The situation isn’t necessarily so 
bleak for Krazy ‘Bout Kids on 
Barnard Street, which could actually 
enjoy more business as consumers 
shorten their spending, says employ- 
ee Sara Jenike. The children’s and 
maternity clothing shop is a consign- 
ment store, which takes used clothes, 
cesells them at half the retail price, 
then returns 50 percent of the sale to 
the former owner, she says. Right 
now, business is good, and only look- 
ing better. 

“If people didn’t have a lot of 
money to buy new stuff, they’d come 
here,” Jenike says. 

Then there’s Perfecto’s Cafe, 
where owner Andrea Gabriello is 
counting on customers spending 
their spare change on coffee. 

“It isn’t going to affect the people 
getting coffee, whether it’s a reces- 
sion, a slow down, or whatever,” says 
Gabriello. He sees between 400 and 
500 customers a day — most of whom 
he knows by first name - and many 
return for more at least three times a 
week. “You always have enough 
money for coffee,” he says. 

Despite that determined focus on 
the bright side, some town officials 
are concerned, after struggling to bal- 
ance the budget and control town 
spending while preparing for Town 
Meeting. 

“When people get laid off, they 
don’t get haircuts as often. They don’t 
buy new automobiles as often,” said 
Selectmen Chairman Brian Major at 
a recent meeting. “There’s going to 
be a trickle-down effect that hits 
everyone’s pocketbook.”

local runners savor their Boston Marathon victories

hris Patten, 30, 
of George 
Street, finished 


his third Boston 
Marathon last Mon- 
day with his slowest 


time 3 hours 59 
minutes but his 
greatest sense of 


accomplishment: he 
and his friend Ron 


Norton of South 
Boston together 
raised just under 
$25,000 for the 
Marathon Strides 
Against Multiple 


Sclerosis team. Pat- 
ten had never run for 
charity before, but 
-he was motivated to 
do so this year, 
because Norton, his 
«oworker and friend 
from college, was 


diagnosed with the 


disease 10 months 
ago. 

“We were running 
together before he 


was diagnosed,” says 
Patten, “and he knew 
I was going to run 
the marathon, and he 
was interested in try- 
ing it.” 

Then, according to 
Patten, Norton start- 
ed suffering from odd 
aches, pains, and 
fatigue, and medical 
tests confirmed the 
bad news. Norton 
decided to run the 
marathon, and he 
and Patten applied 
for bib numbers 
through the New 
England Chapter of 
the National Multi- 
ple Sclerosis Society. 
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To qualify to be on 
the team, they had to 
raise $2,500 each. 
“We thought, how 
are we going to raise 
$5,000?” says Patten. 
“But by the end of 
the first week, we 


had $3,500.” 
They held 
fundraisers with 


their employer, Dar- 
win Partners, an 
information technol- 
ogy consulting firm 
in Wakefield, and at 
their alma mater, St. 
Anselm College in 
New Hampshire, and 
the funds came 
rolling in. 

Norton finished 
just behind his 
friend, at 4 hours 9 
minutes. 

Patten says Nor- 
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ton’s symptoms have 
gotten __ better for 
now, although he has 
suffered some loss of 
vision from the dis- 
ease, which progres- 
sively affects the cen- 
tral nervous system. 

“It’s pretty serious 
stuff,” says Patten, 
who graduated from 
Andover High School 
in 1988. Patten was 
interviewed before 
the race by Natalie 
Jacobsen of Channel 
5 News. He says he 
was originally sup- 
posed to be inter- 
viewed by Channel 5 
anchor Anthony 
Everett, whose moth- 
er died of multiple 
sclerosis. 

Like many a 
Boston Marathoner, 
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nanan for life. 


Patten and Norton 
are now committed 
to their charity cause 
and expect to run for 
multiple sclerosis in 
the future. 
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The finish is in sight for marathoner Chris Patten (center). 
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Now, a week after 
the race, Patten is 
just relaxing. 

“My plan right 
now is to just take 
some time off and 
just do nothing for a 
couple weeks any- 
way,” he says. He 
plans to follow the 
recommendation 
that a runner take a 
day off for each mile 
run in a race. “Last 
year I tried running 
on the Wednesday or 
Thursday after the 
race, and it really did 
me in. I had a hard 
time running for a 
long time after that.” 

First-time 
marathoner Tara 
Bachner, now of 
Salem, N.H., feels the 
same way about her 
experience running 
for the Dana Farber 
Cancer Institute. 

“It was really 
worth it, and I will 
definitely do it agin 
next year,” said 
Bachner, who raised 
over $7,000 in memo- 
ry of her mother, 
Candy Bachner, the 
popular Sanborn Ele- 
mentary School 
kindergarten teacher 
who died of ovarian 
cancer in 1999. “It 
was way harder than 
I thought, but it was 
good. My legs are 
very sore, but my 
spirits are great.” 

Bachner was fea- 
tured on page 1 of 
Tuesday's Boston 
Herald, crossing the 
finish line hand in 
hand with seven of 
her Dana Farber 
teammates. She fin- 
ished in 5 hours 34 
minutes. 

Jeremy Slotnik of 
Brechin Terrace ran 


his third marathon 
on Monday, his first 
in Boston, after qual- 
ifying in the Bay 
State Marathon in 
Lowell. He was 
impressed, however, 
by the carnival 
atmosphere of the 
Boston race. 

“It was a lot differ- 
ent than Bay State,” 
said Slotnick, who 
finished at 3 hours 12 
minutes, “because 
there were hundreds 
of thousand of people 
along the way. Every 
town you went 
through, there was a 
festival going on. 
When I ran through 
towns, there were sO 
many people cheer- 
ing me on that | auto- 
matically sped up, 
because I got this 
adrenaline rush. I[ 
had to make myself 
slow down so I 
wouldn’t ruin my 
pace.” 

State Sen. Barry 
Finegold said he was 
lucky to make it to 
the race. 

“My bus got lost 
on the way to Hop- 
kinton,” he — said. 
Runners assemble in 
Boston on the morn- 
ing of the race and 
are then bussed out 
to the starting line. 
“All these runners 
were on the bus all 
keyed up before the 
race, and it didn't 
help much. We were 
an hour late.” 

Finegold said he 
was happy with his 
first-marathon time 
of 4 hours 12 min- 
utes.

“If one sector has a down- 
turn, there is usually an off- 
set to that,” says Mr. Harring- 
ton. 

The downturn of the Inter- 
net-related companies, which 
is closely tied to the down- 
ward trend of the stock mar- 
ket, has probably affected this 
region’s economy. 

“T think we'll have some 
effect from that. But, in our 
region, I don’t think it’s a big 
enough sector to do too much 


damage,” says Mr. Harrington. 

However, Ms. Webster 
notes that recent layoffs by 
Lucent Technologies might 
take its toll on our economy. 

One possible reason why 
the real estate market might 
be stable despite a slowing 
economy is because of lessons 
learned from the high spend- 
ing of the recent past. 

“Many of the lessons 
learned in the late ‘80s and 
early ‘90s have paid off,” says 
Mr. Harrington.

“The Internet is the most pow- 
erful channel for information and 
purchasing in history,” says a 
marketing overview distributed 
by Prudential Howe & Doherty, a 
real estate company located in 
Andover. Joseph B. Doherty Jr., 
an owner at Prudential Howe & 
Doherty, says that his company 
realizes the importance of utiliz- 
ing modern technology in the real 
estate business. 

“We are using technology, 
and you know how quickly 
things are changing,” he says. 
“If you snooze, you lose.” 

Steve Fisichelli, manager of 
the Andover branch of Re/Max 
Preferred, agrees that it is vital 
for real estate companies to 
understand the significance of 
technology. 

“I think the new generation 
of people doesn’t want to be dri- 
ving around in cars all day. 
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They want (real estate) infor- 
mation quickly,” he says. 

Mr. Fisichelli says that 
Re/Max’s Web site is approxi- 
mately four or five years old.

Doherty note that they have 
gotten customers after people 
have gone looking for homes in 
Andover via the Internet and 
found a home they liked that 
was being sold by one of the 


two companies; this can occur 
when potential customers are 
perusing www.realtor.com, a 
national real estate site, and 
find an Andover home they 
desire. If they click on a listing, 
they can then go directly to 
either Re/Max’s or Prudential 
Howe & Doherty’s Web sites, 
along with many others. 

Mr. Doherty says that Pru- 
dential Howe & Doherty’s Web 
site, www.andoverliving.com, 
is five years old.

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about agents and helpful links to insti- 
tutions in various towns, sO people 
can get a feel for the community,” 
according to Ms. DaSilva. 

Both Mr. Fisichelli and Mr. Doherty 
say that automated e-mail services have 
helped revolutionize the real estate 
business. Potential buyers are sent an € 
mail whenever a property they are 
interested in becomes available or if 
there is a change in a property they 
were already considering. 

Some real estate brokers, including 
many at both Re/Max and Prudential 
Howe & Doherty, maintain their own Web 
sites distinct from their company’s Web 
sites and use automated e-mail to directly 
contact their clients. For instance, Debo- 
rah Lucci Perrone, a sales associate with 
Prudential Howe & Doherty, has a Web 
site called www.finestbroker.com, her 
customers are given a member identifica- 
tion and password to log on with, and 
“they see market changes every night,” 
according to Ms. Perrone. Ms. Perrone’s 
Web site also helps her because it enables 
her to see which customers have been 
looking at which listings. 

Re/Max has also made good use of the 
automated e-mail technology. “People 
can get up-to-date listing information if 
they sign on with us,” says Mr. Fisichel- 
li. “On a daily basis, they'll get listings 
(about houses and property) within the 
parameters they're looking for. Every 
day you'll get new information.” 
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E-mail is a valuable way for cus- 
tomers to receive information about 
real estate. “It’s quick, it’s responsive 
and (the customers) don’t depend on me 
calling them,” says Mr. Fisichelli. 

“Prior to email and the Internet, 
someone would call in on an ad and you 
would get their name and number. Now, 
there is more time as a Realtor to get out 
and show property to people who are 
really interested,” says Mr. Fisichelli. 

The above thought is echoed by the 
staff at Prudential Howe & Doherty. 

“Pye sold a lot of properties, 
because instead of wasting time out 
looking, (customers) know what they 
want to see,” says Ms. Perrone. 
“While I’m out with one customer in 
the morning, my other customers are 
getting information.” 

One way that people can tell if they 
are interested in a property before see- 
ing it in person is via a virtual tour, a 
service that seems to be gaining popu- 
larity quickly in the world of real estate. 

“Virtual tours give us the ability to 
take 360-degree photos of whatever we feel 
are the most important features of the 
property,” says Mr. Fisichelli. “Generally, 
we'll do four shots of a property; they can 
be of the interior or exterior. If there is a 
spectacular kitchen you want to show off, 
we'll do that. If you feel like you need to 
do all the rooms, you can do that as well.” 

Mr. Fisichelli says that Re/Max 
does not always conduct virtual tours. 
Sometimes, houses sell before a virtu- 
al tour can be constructed. He says 
the decision of whether or not to pro- 
duce a virtual tour is made on an

“agent-to-agent” basis. 

Ms. DaSilva is enthusiastic when 
talking about virtual tours. 

“Tt saves money and time. It’s an 
open house 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week,” she says. “There is no 
interruption to the homeowner. Why 
not sit at home on Sunday with cof- 
fee, look at 20 houses, narrow your 
search down, then go look at the four 
you are interested in.” 

Prudential Howe & Doherty typically 
attempts to highlight at least four different 
areas of a house, according to Ms. DaSilva. 

Not every home being sold by Pru- 
dential Howe & Doherty has a virtu- 
al tour, but it is something that the 
company is trying to encourage, says 
Mr. Doherty. 

Most real estate companies find that, 
since they no longer spend as much 
time making phone calls and showing 
properties, they have additional time to 
better service the customer. Technologi- 
cal advances are “bringing out the pro- 
fessionalism of the Realtors, because we 
become more service-oriented. 

Part of being service-oriented is 
always being reachable, which has been 
made possible by modern technology. 

“Our agents are strapped with elec- 
tronics, whether they are carrying Palm 
Pilots or cell phones,” says Ms. DaSilva. 
“They are accessible.” 

Although it might now be possible for 
some savvy Internet users to buy a 
house without ever first seeing it in per- 
son, neither Mr. Fisichelli nor Mr. 
Doherty think that this will become 
common practice.
